Have pity me, have pity me, least you friends, 
because the hand the Lord hath touched (Job 
xix. 21). 


when the thrill pain, the fear impending 

danger, the agony utter helplessness causes the 
soul cry out with passionate earnestness for aid as- 
sistance either human divine. These moments, how- 
ever, are usually not continuous, nor frequent occur- 
rence, and the plea for help generally met prompt 
response the part all-loving and merciful God, 
the part kind and charitable friend. Not the 
plea the souls purgatory, whose sufferings are con- 
tinuous and more intense than pain endured earth. Al- 
though God loves these Holy Souls, His justice will not 
permit Him liberate them from their punishment, be- 
fore they have rendered complete satisfaction for their past 
offenses; and man often neglects come their assist- 
ance, although lies his power so. This seems 
rather strange and inconsistent, and yet humiliating 
fact. The misery these poor, helpless souls, forces them 
cry out the words Job: pity me, least 
you friends, for the hand the Lord hath touched 
me.” But their pathetic appeal often vain. 

not uncommon thing for man, quickly forget 
those who have passed out his sight, out his life. 
Despite all the promises fidelity and loyalty, despite the 
protestations love and devotedness, despite the assur- 
ance constant remembrance the dear de- 
parted are often readily forgotten those who were 
closest them earth. Forgotten are the promises made 
them the hour death: forgotten the tears that were 
shed when their remains were laid rest; forgotten their 
lives which scarce word ever uttered; forgotten 
their deeds love and kindness; forgotten their very 
names, which are never again heard mentioned. All 
forgotten yes, even the graves, where lie the bodies 
once dear. 

there one who will heed the painful pleading 
these poor forgotten dead? Thanks God, there one 
who does not and cannot forget the souls the faithful 
departed their time suffering and distress. Holy 
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Mother Church, who remembers them every Holy Mass, 
and implores for them rest, peace, and eternal light. 

Even though the Church makes commemoration the 
dead every day the Holy Sacrifice the Mass, she has 
set aside the entire month November time spe- 
cial devotion the Holy Souls. During this month she 
not only invites, but urges her children come the as- 
sistance their dear departed their prayers and sac- 
rifices. She reminds them the intense sufferings these 
Holy Souls, and points out the means which they can 
most efficaciously aid them. 

Christian teachers will find other time the year 
favorable for the teaching this devotion the month 
November. this devotion deeply inculcated the 
hearts our children, will become one the favorite 
devotions their later years. 


Suggestions for Teaching This Devotion 


Just the basis instruction and training any 
school subject should the development correct at- 
titudes toward that subject, the first step the process 
teaching devotion, should endeavor the part 
the teacher produce the child sound mental at- 
titude toward that particular spiritual practice. This will 
result the arousing permanent interests the object 
the devotion, and the acquisition good habits 
the practice the devotion; for, the development cor- 
rect attitudes involves: 


The process sensation, which results 
the formation percepts; 
the creation images and ideas. 
The process stimulating affective tendencies, 
which produce 
emotional responses; 
permanent interests. 
The process influencing the will, which, properly 
done, will result 
generous effort and undertaking; 
repeated responses, habit formation. 


The various steps the aforementioned processes may 
developed different ways. The following topics for 
study may provide material for the formation percepts, 
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and the creation images, well suggestions for stim- 
ulating affective tendencies and influencing the will. 


What Purgatory? 


Whether purgatory definite place not, not de- 
fined the Church. Some theologians are the opinion 
that place; others hold that mere condition 
the soul. The word itself taken from the Latin pur- 
gare, which means purify cleanse; hence purgatory 
place condition cleansing, where souls who have 
departed this life the state grace must complete the 
expiation their sins, the temporal punishment due 
sin, before entering heaven. 

The Church appoints and suggests penances per- 
formed her children make satisfaction God for 
sin. But the good works and penances performed for this 
intention are usually not sufficient; consequently, there 
must opportunity for making full satisfaction after 
death. This opportunity given the souls purgatory. 

The following texts from Holy Scripture prove the 
existence place purgation for those who have de- 
parted this life without having been fully cleansed from 
venial sin, from the punishment due sin. 

therefore holy and wholesome thought pray for the 
dead that they may loosed from sins (II Mach. xii. 46). 

Thou shalt not out from thence till thou repay the last farth- 
ing (Matt. 26). 

that shall speak against the Holy Ghost, shall not 


forgiven him, neither this world, nor the world come 
(Matt. xii. 32). 

There shall not enter (into heaven) anything defiled (Apoc. xxi. 
27). 

which also coming (Christ) preached those spirits that 
were prison Peter iii. 19). 

Thou also the blood Thy testament hast sent forth Thy 
prisoners out the pit, wherein water (Zach. ix. 11). 

These are they who have come out great tribulation, and 
have washed their robes, and have made them white the Blood 
the Lamb (Apoc. vii. 14). 


The constant teaching the Church assures that 
there purgatory. There was never time when the 
Church did not believe the existence purgatory. This 
may proved from the following sources:

Writings the Fathers the Church 

the second century, Tertullian, arguing that 
right that the soul punished before the body 
rises again, says: “No one will doubt that the soul 
pays some penalty hell (purgatory) while sure 
full resurrection, resurrection the flesh, too.” 
the third century, St. Cyprian writes: “It 
one thing hope for pardon, and another thing 
enter into glory; thrown into prison, and not 
allowed out from thence until one has 
paid the last farthing.” Epist. 55. 
the fourth century, St. Augustine, writing about 
the death his mother, St. Monica, tells that 
shortly before she expired she turned him, say- 
ing: “This only ask you, that you remember 
the altar the Lord wherever you are.”

addition this, the Church has ordained spe- 
cial Masses for the dead: one for the day death 
burial; one for the third, seventh, 
thirtieth day after death; one for the anniversary 
day; and still another, the “everyday Mass,” for 
use whenever the priest desires offer Mass for 
the dead, day that open for such Masses. 
The Church continues offer prayers and Masses 
for soul indefinitely.

The Sufferings Purgatory 


The sufferings the souls purgatory are twofold: 
the pain loss, and the torture the senses. 
The Pain Loss 

The degree love soul has attained during life, will 
the degree intensity with which will love God 
throughout eternity. Immediately after death this love 
freed from everything that has defiled its purity, 
marred its perfection, and the soul drawn toward God, 
its Creator, Redeemer, and Sanctifier, with intensity 
and ardor that well nigh overpowering. This love pro- 
duces the soul ineffable happiness; but the same 
time the soul realizes that cannot fly freely the love 
its God, and this hindrance causes the most bitter 
and cruel agony. fully comprehends how the majesty 
God has been insulted and outraged its sins, and this 
thought produces state anguish and torture, which 
pain suffering upon earth can compared. cir- 
cumstance which greatly intensifies this suffering, the 
knowledge that its own free will the soul has brought 
about this separation from God. 

The Fathers the Church hold that this the greatest 
pain purgatory. St. Alphonsus says: greater than 
the pains sense purgatory that pain which the holy 
souls must endure being deprived the vision God. 
Because these souls are inflamed, not only with natural, 
but with supernatural love God, they are vehe- 
mently attracted the union with their highest good, 
that, being repulsed, through their own fault, they ex- 
perience violent pain, would kill them instantly, 
death were possible them.” And St. John Chrysostom 
says: “This pain being deprived God far greater 
pain for them than the pain the senses. The fire hell 
increased thousand times would not cause them such 
great sufferings does this pain the loss God.” 

the hart panteth after the fountains water; 
soul pantenth after Thee, God! When shall come and 
appear before the face God? (Ps. xli. 2-3). 


From the soul’s ardent love for God springs all its long- 
ings and desires: the longing atone for the sins the 
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past; the desire cleansed from all stain sin; and 
finally the burning desire united with God. The soul 
sees clearly that long stained with sin, long 
full satisfaction has not been made God for sin, 
appear before Him, and undeserving 
enjoy the happiness intimate union with Him; there- 
fore, willing endure any pain, thereby can 
render atonement for the evils the past. St. Ambrose 
tells that there greater agony than remorse 
conscience caused sin. How much greater then must 
the sorrow the holy souls who their present state 
fully understand the malice sin. know, further- 
more, that the intensity our sorrow for having offended 
person, proportion the love bear him. But the 
Holy Souls are inflamed with perfect love God; hence 
the depth their sorrow, and their great desire repair 
the sins the past. 

Since the soul has been created love God, and en- 
joy eternal union with Him, once has been freed from 
all that mars this perfect love, has but one longing and 
desire enjoy this love and union with the Source 
all Love. But until this longing satisfied, the soul must 
suffer unspeakable anguish and torture. 

The Pain the Senses 

But himself shall saved, yet fire Cor. 

The Church has given decision regarding the word 
fire relation purgatory. According some the 
Fathers and theologians the Church, are under- 
stand material fire. St. Thomas says, the same fire 
that torments the reprobate hell, and the just pur- 
and applies St. Augustine’s illustration: “In 
one same fire gold glows, and straw show how 
the fire which tortures the lost soul can purify the 
just soul purgatory. St. Gregory the Great says: 
the fallen angels, although pure spirits, are tormented 
the material fire hell, may similar fire torture the 
departed souls purgatory.” Other theologians state that 
the pains purgatory differ greatly according the 
guilt the soul. 

what things man sinneth, the same also tor- 
mented (Wisd. xi. 17). 

making improper use the senses the soul has 
sinned and displeased God; hence, part its punish- 
ment must consist the pain the senses. According 
St. Augustine, this pain greater than anything can 
endure earth. From the prayer the Church, Lord, 
grant them place refreshment, light, and peace,” 
may furthermore infer that the holy souls must suffer 
the pain sense. 

The Church teaches that purgatory not place 
eternal pain, but that will end the last judgment. 
the duration the sufferings individual souls, 
know nothing except what implied the words 
Sacred Scripture: “Thou shalt not out from thence 
till thou repay the last (Matt. 26). This 
length time will vary proportion the number and 
guilt the sins atoned for, well the amount 
penance and suffering borne for them life. Revela- 
tions and visions souls asking for prayers many years 
after they had departed this life are evidence that the 
period suffering often long duration. Furthermore, 
the sanction the Church for Masses perpetuity, shows 
that she does not claim know the length time 
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imprisonment for any particular soul; nor how much 
atonement God will accept its behalf from men. 

The holy souls suffer willingly and patiently, without 
murmur complaint. While earth, are often in- 
clined wonder why must suffer, and, because 
judge things merely human way, endeavor con- 
vince our innocence and the injustice 
our suffering, and complain those whom con- 
sider guilty doing wrong, causing suffer. 
Not the holy souls purgatory. They fully comprehend 
the justice God, and because they ardently love Him, 
they are eager expiate their guilt soon possible, 
that they may united with Him perfect love. 

The members the Church Militant can come the 
assistance their suffering brethren. This one the 
most consoling doctrines the Catholic Church. “In 
this,” says the Roman Catechism, “the supreme goodness 
God deserves our grateful acknowledgment and praise, 
that has granted our frailty the privilege that one 
may satisfy for their agonizing torments 
these holy souls look for aid and relief. They have 
special confidence their relatives and friends upon earth, 
and constantly cry out, were, the words Holy 
Job: “Have pity me, have pity me, least you 
friends, because the hand the Lord hath touched 
(xix. 21). 


Our Duty Help the Holy Souls 


The members the Church Militant not only possess 
the power and the means help the holy souls, but they 
have positive duty help them. This duty (1) duty 
religion; (2) duty justice; (3) duty charity; 
(4) duty personal interest. 

Duty Religion 

These souls are members Christ’s Mystical Body, in- 
timately united Him sanctifying grace, and con- 
sequently exceedingly pleasing Him. 

Himself asks our assistance for these exiled souls, 
and promises consider done Himself what 
for them: “Amen say you long you did one 
these least brethren, you did Me” xxv. 
40). Since God has, certain sense, placed the delivery 
the Holy Souls our hands, ought not un- 
mindful them. neglecting come their assistance 
render ourselves deserving Christ’s reproach: 
say you, long you did not one these 
least, neither did you (Matt. xxv. 45). 

Duty Justice 

Many the holy souls appeal our duty justice, 
which devolves upon consequence our personal 
relations with them during their earthly career. Among 
them each one will find souls whom are in- 
debted for particular favors and benefits: parents, broth- 
ers and sisters, friends, and benefactors. Next God our 
parents are our greatest benefactors, and hence they are 
deserving our most tender love and devotedness, well 
our deepest and most sincere gratitude. This spirit 
love and gratitude should prompt aid them any 
distress, but especially the extreme distress which they 
endure the flames purgatory. Mindful the words 
Ecclesiasticus, thy father, and forget not the 
groanings thy mother: Remember that thou hadst not 
been born but through them: and make return them 
they have done for thee” (vii. 29), should sym- 
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pathize with our dear parents departed, and bring them all 
the relief possibly can. What dreadful thing would 
be, those whom owe our very life should com- 
pelled cry out bitter anguish: have brought 
children, and exalted them; but they have despised 
(Isa. 2). Thus, too, the other members our family 
should lovingly remembered after death. 

The souls our benefactors should also object 
our special love and compassion. Among these should 
particularly remember the priests who have been our 
spiritual guides, and have ministered the needs our 
souls; the teachers who have instructed us, and taught 
tread the paths righteousness; furthermore, all those 
who have aided any way, whether spiritually ma- 
terially. 

Our friends, too, have just claim our assistance. 
The pledge friendship given them during life should ex- 
tend beyond the grave. saw them need want 
while here below, love would prompt come their 
relief. Why should not induce mitigate the pains 
they are enduring purgatory, and free them from the 
land exile into which they have been sent the justice 
God? 

Duty Charity 

the duty every Christian assist the needy, and 
bestowing charity, should guided the degree 
destitution which the needy are subjected. But there 
are none greater need than the holy souls purgatory, 
who possess absolutely nothing, owe enormous debt 
God, and are unable any effort whatsoever cancel 
this debt. For them the night has come, “where man 
can work.” Moreover, they are suffering grievously, and 
will perhaps have suffer for many years, unless the 
charity their friends will come their assistance. They 
ask the name charity, the name our Lord 
Himself, open our hearts them: Can fail listen 
their mournful cry. our charity not sufficient 
induce help them, then the words Christ, which 
imply that love Him, should move so. was 
prison, and you did not visit Me” (Matt. xxv. 43). 

Duty Personal Interest 

Christ says: “Blessed are the merciful: for they shall 
obtain mercy” (Matt. 7). These words suggest that 
shorten our purgatory helping the souls confined there. 
Both life and after death receive immense advan- 
tages are charitable toward the suffering souls. St. 
Thomas says, that “he who satisfies for these souls, does 
not, true, satisfy for himself; but also true that 
deserves more than the remission pain; namely, 
eternal And read the Book Psalms: 
that understandeth concerning the needy and the 
poor: the Lord will deliver him the evil day” (50. 1). 
The souls which ransom from this sad captivity, will 
eternally grateful us, and will implore for God’s 
blessing all our undertakings, and His help and pro- 
tection the various dangers and troubles life. St. Al- 
phonsus Ligouri says: “He who assists these distressed 
souls, tenderly loved God, may confidently hope for 
his salvation, and God will deny nothing such soul.” 
If, therefore, desire enjoy the powerful help these 
holy souls, must not hesitate offer them all the as- 
sistance can. read Holy Writ: what meas- 
ure you mete, shall measured you (Matt. 
vii. 2). Those who seldom think their suffering breth- 
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ren, must fear that the words St. Paul and St. James 
will verified them. St. Paul says: who soweth 
sparingly, shall also reap sparingly” (II Cor. ix. 6). And 
St. James says: “Judgment without mercy him that 
hath not done (ii. 13). 


Means for Helping the Suffering Souls 


The Church has placed various means our disposal 
which may come the assistance the holy souls 
purgatory. The foremost these are: prayer, the Holy 
Sacrifice the Mass, Holy Communion, the gaining in- 
dulgences, almsgiving, and works penance. 

Prayer 

read the Second Book the Machabees: “It 
therefore holy and wholesome thought pray for the 
dead that they may loosed from sins” (xii. 46). 
holy thought because pleasing God; wholesome, be- 
cause the efficacy prayer, especially prayer of- 
fered the spirit charity for the benefit and welfare 
others. The most efficacious prayers are those enriched 
Holy Mother Church with numerous indulgences; such 
the Way the Cross, the Rosary, ejaculatory prayers. 

The Way the Cross, its present form, was insti- 
tuted the beginning the fifteenth century the Fran- 
ciscans. The Sovereign Pontiffs have attached many 
indulgences. decree the Sacred Penitentiary pub- 
lished February, 1932, His Holiness, Pope Pius XI, 
abolished all the indulgences heretofore accorded for the 
exercise this devotion, and conceded the following 
all who with sentiments true contrition make the Way 
the Cross: (1) The plenary indulgence quoties, 
each time the faithful perform this exercise; (2) another 
plenary indulgence they receive Holy Communion the 
day they perform this exercise, the current month 
when they have made ten times; (3) partial indul- 
gence ten years and ten quarantines for each station, if, 
after having commenced the Way the Cross, one in- 
terrupted reasonable motive and cannot finish it. 

The Rosary, St. Dominic declares, produces, one 
its principal effects, the redemption the holy souls 
from purgatory. St. Alphonsus says: “If wish 
material assistance the souls purgatory, must al- 
ways recommend them our prayers the Blessed Vir- 
gin Mary, and especially offer the Holy Rosary for 
The Rosary enriched with various indulgences, and con- 
sequently very powerful means for obtaining the release 
the Holy Souls from purgatory. The Blessed Mother 
loves these souls because they are very dear her Divine 
Son, and she eager listen the prayers address 
her their behalf. St. Bernardine applies Mary the 
words the Sacred Writer: have walked the waves 
the sea” (Ecclus. xxiv. and adds: “She descends 
into that sea fire, quenching the flames for the suffer- 
ing souls.” 

Ejaculatory Prayers are another salutary means for aid- 
ing the holy souls, because the many indulgences at- 
tached them. One the most simple for children, and 
the same time most highly indulgenced, the aspira- 
tion, Mary, Joseph” (seven years and seven quar- 
antines each time; Pope Pius June 1906). 


The Holy Sacrifice the Mass 


The most valuable and powerful means obtain the 
release the suffering souls from their land exile, 
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the Holy Sacrifice the Mass. the Mass Christ offers 
Himself and His infinite merits His Heavenly Father, 
the hands His sacred minister, behalf these 
souls dear Him. Although the merits Christ’s sac- 
rifice are infinite, may not infer that the offering one 
Holy Mass sufficient release the soul for whom are 
offering it, having offered. St. Thomas tells that 
“it not the intention Christ bestow the full efficacy 
His sufferings and death, which celebrated every 
Mass, upon us; His merits are applied according His 
adorable will, for the ways God are often inscrutable.” 
good and salutary, therefore, offer the Mass fre- 
quently for the souls for whom wish intercede. 
Holy Communion 

St. Bonaventure urges frequent Holy Communion 
behalf the souls purgatory. one his discourses 
this subject, writes: the love and compassion 
for your neighbor lead you the Holy Table; for nothing 
well calculated obtain eternal rest for the holy 
souls.” This thought ought induce receive Holy 
Communion frequently for the souls our dear departed, 
especially during the month November. 
Almsgiving 

Almsgiving, being act mercy, another means for 
helping our brethren purgatory. The words Holy 
Scripture encourage this practice: “Do good thy 
friend before thou die, and according thy ability, 
stretching out thy hand give the poor” (Ecclus. xiv. 
13). Not only the rich are able give alms. true, 
they can give abundantly; but the poor also can give 
the little they possess, even though seem but trifle. 
The Lord does not consider the value the gift be- 
stow, but the intention with which given. Moreover, 
are all position bestow spiritual gifts, the offer- 
ing our prayers, Holy Communion and Holy Mass, 
upon others. These are far greater value and merit 
the sight God than the greatest material gift. The alms 
smile, kind word, timely advice, good ex- 
ample, are easily bestowed, and may very meritorious. 
Works Penance 

When the saints desired obtain extraordinary favors 
and graces from God, they had recourse works pen- 
ance. They accompanied their prayers repeated acts 
mortification and self-denial, trusting that the Lord would 
all the more readily hear them. read the Book 
Judith: “Know that the Lord will hear your prayers, 
you continue with perseverance fastings and prayers 
the sight the Lord.” iv. Even though our health 
will not permit perform extraordinary penances, 
can, nevertheless, offer for these suffering souls many 
act mortification, opportunities for which present them- 
selves every moment the day. Among these are the 
mortification the senses, self-denial regard eating 
and drinking, the patient endurance pain, heat 
cold, fatigue, etc. The faithful fulfillment daily 
duties, and the constant application work, are excel- 
lent means self-denial and penance. 


The Heroic Act 


The Heroic Act behalf the suffering souls pur- 
gatory, consists voluntary offering made the Divine 
Majesty any the faithful favor all, any 
one these souls, all works satisfaction done the 
individual himself during life, well all the suf- 
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frages that will offered for him after his death. 

This act frequently misunderstood, and consequently 
many good pious souls fear make it. must remem- 
bered that good works, far they are meritorious, that 
is, far they entitle increase grace this 
life, and glory the next, are personal, and cannot 
alienated bestowed upon another. But besides these ef- 
fects, every good work has the effect propitiating and 
satisfying God’s justice, and impetrating obtaining 
prayers His supernatural favors; and only this 
sense, and regards these latter effects, that good works 
can alienated, and applied the souls purgatory. 
The one who makes this offering not hindered thereby 
from praying for his own necessities, those others. 
this act heroic charity merits for himself the 
special love God, and the gratitude the holy souls, 
who turn will pray for him that may either escape 
purgatory speedily delivered therefrom. The follow- 
ing formula may used: 

desire and intend gain all the indulgences can 
possibly gain, and resign them into the hands the 
everblessed Virgin that she may dispose them she 
sees best for the release the souls purgatory, whose 
favor resign and give all works which can 
dispose, and all that may given others during 

This act has been enriched with the following indul- 
gences: 

Indult Privileged Altar, personally, every 
day the year all priests who have made this offer- 
ing. Privileged Altar one which the Apostolic See 
has attached Plenary Indulgence applicable only the 
souls purgatory, and gained every time Mass offered 
upon it.) 

Plenary Indulgence daily, applicable only the 
departed, all the faithful who shall have made this of- 
fering whenever they Holy Communion, provided 
they visit church private oratory, and pray there 
for some time for the intention His Holiness. 

Plenary Indulgence every Monday all who hear 
Mass aid the poor souls purgatory, provided they 
fulfill the other conditions previously mentioned. 

All indulgences granted, granted, which are 
gained the faithful who have made this offering, may 
applied the souls purgatory. 

For all the faithful who cannot hear Mass Mondays, 
the Mass heard Sundays available. the case 
those who have not yet made their First Communion 
who are hindered from receiving Communion, the Pope 
has left the will their respective ordinaries 
authorize confessors commute the works enjoined. Last- 
ly, stated the Raccolta that this act does not bind 
under sin, and also that not necessary use par- 
ticular formula, and that this act offering may 
any time revoked. The Indulgences were granted Ben- 
edict XIII, August 23, 1728; Pius VI, December 12, 1788; 
Pius IX, September 30, 1852; November 20, 1854; Pius 
February 20, 1907. 

Devotion the Holy Souls Helps Avoid Purgatory 

Perhaps the most beneficial result devotion the 
holy souls, the part the one who practises it, the 
determination avoid the fearful torments this place 
purgation. reflect upon the pains these exiled 
souls, and the punishment they have endure for the 
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sins for which they have not rendered satisfaction God, 
will resolve, with the grace God, avoid all sin, 
even venial sin and willful faults. Furthermore, will 
endeavor works penance and the gaining indul- 
gences atone for the temporal punishments due the 
sins committed. 

All Souls’ Day 

After having joyfully celebrated the feast All Saints 
the first November, the Church the following day 
extends her maternal solicitude her suffering children 
purgatory. this day,” says the Roman Martyrology, 
common and pious Mother the Church strives aid 
her powerful intercession with Christ her Lord and 
Spouse, all those who still groan purgatory, that 
they may join soon possible the inhabitants the 
Heavenly City.”

Mass for the dead has number features which dis- 
tinguish from other Masses. These are, part, sug- 
gested the mournful character the rite. Thus the 
psalm, Judica Deus, the two doxologies, and the alle- 
luias are omitted, well the kiss peace and the 
blessing the water; the deacon chanting the Gospel 
not accompanied the usual acolytes bearing candles, 
and blessing given the end the Mass. The Mass 
sometimes called requiem from the first words the 
Introit, Black Mass from the color the vestments 
used. 

The Introit: The Introit taken from the Fourth 
Book Esdras, and dates from the second century. im- 
plores God give eternal rest the faithful departed, 
and let perpetual light shine upon them. 

The Collects: The Collects are directed God for the 
remission the sins the faithful departed “that 
through pious supplications they may obtain the pardon 
which they have always desired.” 

The Epistle: The Epistle taken from St. Paul, and read 
the day burial, reminds that the dead shall rise 
again, and tells hope for that day shall see 
one another again the Lord. Each Mass has its own 
Epistle. 

The The Gradual again implores eternal rest 
for the suffering souls, and tells that the just shall 
everlasting remembrance, and shall not fear the evil hear- 
ing. 
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The Tract: The Tract emphasizes, were, the peti- 
tion the Gradual, begging that the help God’s 
grace the just may enabled escape the avenging 
judgment, and enjoy the happiness everlasting life. 

The Sequence: The Sequence, written Thomas 
Celano, Franciscan (b. 1200) strikingly describes the 
last judgment, when the good will forever separated 
from the wicked. This sequence commonly known 
the Dies Irae because these are the opening words the 
first stanza. found the Roman Missal, the Dies Jrae 
Latin poem lines accentual, rimed, trochaic 
meter. comprises nineteen stanzas, and considered 
masterpiece Latin poetry. Hymnologists almost every 
religious conviction have eulogized one the most 
sublime all hymns. The last six verses the 
were added later, the Church, order give the poem 
the form sequence. 

analysis worthy careful study, found Chap- 
ter XIII, John Ascough’s San Celestino.

The Preface: the Preface the Mass for the dead, 
the Church regards death the entrance happy eter- 
nity. The words this wonderful composition tend 
take away the sting from death, and fill the soul with 
confidence the very thought death. “In Whom 
[Christ] the hope blessed resurrection shown 
us, that they who are saddened the certainty death, 
comforted the promise eternal life, come. For 
the life Thy faithful, Lord, changed, not destroyed, 
and when the home this earthly life dissolved, 
everlasting dwelling heaven shall What 
could more consoling than these words hope and en- 
couragement, especially those who have excessive 
fear death. 

The Communion: Communion the Church again 
begs for eternal rest and light behalf the holy souls, 
and for union with the saints heaven. 
Special Privileged Masses for the Deaa 

the third, seventh, and thirtieth day after the death 
burial, well the anniversary the day 
death, there special privilege attached. The service 
for the thirtieth day called the Mind.” 

The third day chosen, because Christ arose from the 
dead, glorious and immortal, the third day after His 
death; the seventh day chosen, because the seventh day 
day rest, and the Mass suggests that that day the 
soul may enter upon its eternal rest the Lord; the 
thirtieth day chosen, because all Israel mourned for 
thirty days after the death Aaron and Moses.

have never found student who did not readily see 
the reasonableness the doctrine purgatory, but 
seldom that one found who will give his opinion 
the nature purgatory. Here can call upon the 
opinions theologians, many whom think that the only 
difference between the flames and tortures purgatory 
and hell the fact that the former they last for 
time while the latter they are eternal. Using that 
point departure, draw the facts given the Scrip- 
tures concerning hell, such the fire, darkness, separa- 
tion from God after once having seen Him face face.

them.” wouldn’t know how say them without 
prayer book, and don’t bring along with except 
Mass.” seldom have time enough, when make 
visits the Blessed Sacrament, say the Stations. usu- 
ally takes about fifteen minutes say them.” 

have found from experience that the causes for not 
saying the Stations privately can reduced two: 
exaggerated idea the amount time required say 
them, and the method used. Perhaps would true 
say that the length time would depend upon the 
method. Now, the only rules know regard the meth- 
are that the person saying the Stations church 
walk from one another, make slight inclination toward 
each, and meditate the Passion. When that done, five 
Our Fathers, Hail Marys, and Glorias should said for 
the intention the Holy Father order gain the in- 
dulgences. not necessary meditate what each 
Station represents, for they are merely aids meditation. 
the meditation, may sufficient recall the 
class the method given when explaining meditation the 
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mysteries the Rosary. (See CATHOLIC SCHOOL JOURNAL, 
Sept., 1932, pp. 265 ff.) see reason why one could 
not say the Stations privately in*about five minutes’ time. 

this point might well call the attention the 
class the indulgences gained properly saying 
the Stations. Pope Pius recently made this matter 
very clear. the Ecclesiastical Review for March, 1932, 
pp. 285-87, read: 

remove all doubts the matter (indulgences 
gained for making the Stations) the Sacred Penitentiary 
has just issued important decree which announces 
that the Holy Father has abolished all the indulgences 
granted the present time for the Way the Cross 
and instead has granted all those who make the Way the 
Cross, canonically erected the manner prescribed, the 
following indulgences: 

plenary indulgence can gained often the 
Way the Cross made. Accordingly, now certain 
that those who repeat this devotion one and the same 
day gain the plenary indulgence each time. 

Moreover, another plenary indulgence can gained 
(a) those who make the Way the Cross day 
which they receive Holy Communion; those 
who have made the Way the Cross ten times and within 
month receive Holy Communion. 

“In regard this second section well call at- 
tention two points. First, the plenary indulgence 
granted this second section gained over and above 
the one granted the first section. other words, one 
makes the Way the Cross day which com- 
municates, gains two plenary indulgences. Secondly, 
the two cases enumerated the second section must not 
confused. Those who make the Way the Cross the 
same day which they receive Holy Communion gain 
this extra indulgence every day they fulfill both condi- 
tions. Those, however, who days which they make 
the Way the Cross not Communion, can gain 
this extra plenary indulgence only after they have made 
the Way the Cross ten times, provided they 
Communion within month. 

“To gain this extra indulgence granted the second 
section seems that neither special visit church nor 
special prayer according the intentions the Pope 
required. 

“To one who commences the Way the Cross but does 
not complete the Pope grants partial indulgence 
ten years and ten quarantines for every station made. 

“This entirely new concession and must not 
confused with earlier decision. This new concession 
granted one who begins the Way the Cross but who, 
after saying one more Stations, discontinues this exer- 
cise for any reasonable cause (e.g., Religious sum- 
moned obedience other work) and later does not 
complete the devotion. the other hand, one who inter- 
rupts the Way the Cross but later continues and com- 
pletes it, need not begin the Stations afresh gain the 
plenary indulgence, but may continue where interrupted, 
provided the break was only short time: e.g., hear 
Mass, receive Communion, Confession.” 

The responses the third question were varied: 
don’t enjoy the public recitation the Stations and 
think the reason that don’t understand them.” 
don’t like the continuous kneeling and standing.” would 
enjoy them they didn’t last long. our church they 
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last half hour.” “Yes, enjoy them.” “Since learned 
little about meditation I’m beginning enjoy them.” 
don’t unless have to.” wish could appreciate 
them.” “If understood them think would enjoy them.” 
don’t know what with myself while they are be- 
ing said.” don’t remember ever having them explained 
me, never really cared much say them.” 
Toward the end Lent asked the third question 
again, and found that many, since they heard the Sta- 
tions explained and found out how make them, had 
changed their mind completely. fact, the very first 
week after had discussed the subject, many the boys 
were making Stations privately, the school chapel. That 
just another proof that boys will respond anything 
spiritual when once they get know about such things. 


The Blessed Sacrament 


The third devotion that take during November 
private devotion our Lord the Sacrament. 
This expressed brief but frequent visits the 
Blessed Sacrament. find that the easiest way get the 
boys started this pious practice remind them that 
the human heart Christ present the Blessed Sacra- 
ment; that the human heart always craves company. Re- 
mind them how they look forward toward the meeting 
chum friend, and how pleased they are while with 
such one. Then tell them that Jesus their greatest 
friend; that wants them come visit Him; that 
order prevent from being afraid come into His 
adorable Presence, has debased Himself even lower 
than when came upon this earth human form. 

Another way show them how selfish they are they 
only our Lord when they are real need some- 
thing. How cheap they should feel when going Holy 
Communion one morning and then not going near Him 
until the next morning when they could have made visit 
two during the day. These, and many other purely 
human ways can used induce the boys live 
their Faith.

ARTICLE ORDER AND HARMONY 


THIS article, order and harmony are dealt with 

factors which have with keeping variety tem- 

pered that adds the quality decoration 
rather than detracts from it. 

Design without order forlorn thing, that finds 
admirers. The mind has feeling for order which must 
satisfied. Order inviting and brings ease the mind; 
disorder repels it. Because this mental demand, order 
essential attribute any decoration. 

design order comes only through organization, 
through working out plan which the mind the 
designer before begins put things paper. Quite 
true the original plan very often changed the worker 
advances, but these alterations are only signs thinking 
and are perfectly legitimate. 

well-thought-out working scheme goes far toward 
bringing satisfactory results, and, fact, many times 
forces results. Plans very often not only guide worker 
design but serve check control him. They act 
safeguards against unwise practices, which are prone 
destroy simplicity. 

Since these underlying schemes are essential, let 
give some thought them here. Again shall from 
what know into new fields. shall, likewise, utilize 
any part what has gone before see place for it. 

The first consideration, sure, the general plan 
the decoration worked out. flower, bird, ani- 
mal, geometric figure may used the basis the 
motif; triangle, square, circle may dominate the 
shape repeated. The ultimate purpose the decora-

oral English. The teacher utilizes the free time in- 
dividual instruction, criticizing themes and suggesting 
reading matter. The room arranged like library where 
this possible, with private desk for each pupil and 
reading tables. The teacher sits near the door. 

will easy enough, presume, coax the science 
teachers spend hours the laboratory with their pu- 
pils. The only difficulty might with mathematics. Yet, 
how many who have taught it, know how glad 
would for more time work problems. The history 
mathematics interesting enough deserve study. 


Sound Principles 


Let now answer some objections. Will the pupil tire 
the one subject. answer is: First, there are endless 
variations within subject. Second, all know from ex- 
perience how long can work subject when are 
interested; know too, the departmental system, 
how hard make pupils stop thinking the last 
teacher’s lesson and create atmosphere for our own.

one year? know how much learn the six weeks 
summer school. And each period, rather each day 
six periods each for year, equivalent six years 
the subject with one period day. the plan practical? 
few years ago, fact just one year after had talked 
this plan over with friend the educational field, 
called attention the fact that certain school had 
tried the one-at-a-time plan with freshman class. The 
pupils had taken Latin for six weeks, algebra for six 
weeks, etc. The examination showed that this class was 
par with those pupils taught the customary way. 
first sight this appears practically the same thing. 
But stressing not much intense application lei- 
sure for thought and research. 

Someone has objected that each teacher would have 
genius. don’t think so. Each teacher would have 
specialist, but she would have only one subject 
prepare and correct. love for, and interest in, the 
subject and the children, alert mind, and pleasing 
personality are they not always necessary? She has the 
group the whole day, but has the ordinary grade teach- 
with greater variety subjects, each which she 
can hardly specialist. 

Now back our aims. Will this system all 
promises? might try. shall gladly answer any ques- 
tions regard this anyone interested.

Then, Mass preparation for 
Holy Communion would necessary together with 
series thanksgiving prayers. prayerful ex- 
planation the Mass, allowing the reader follow 
the priest step step meditatively, would, seems 
me, the best possible stimulus toward “Praying the 
Mass” the spirit the present liturgical movement. 
detailed questionnaire guide the examination 
conscience for confession most desirable. course 
there should suggestion for suitable morning and 
evening prayers, choice litanies, indulgenced ejac- 
ulatory prayers, the Way the Cross, the Mysteries 
the Rosary, and short selection other tradition- 
ally popular prayers. All these prayers ought 
found every prayer book for every Catholic. 

Some these prayers, for instance, the Our Father, 
the Angelus, and the indulgenced Litanies, are fixed 
formulas. They could not altered without causing 
endless confusion and the loss indulgences. the 
others, however, there should enter element per- 
sonality varying according the persons for whom the 
manual prepared. high-school text, the tone 
these prayers important. must not sentimental. 
For the young people our modern American homes 
masculine Christianity, what the boy would call 
“common-sense must prevail. Besides that, 
however, particular note can called essential. The 
prayers, other words, must reflect the point view 
normal high-school students. They should give voice 
their moderate aspirations, and times even 
their highest ambitions the service God. The 
prayers must not only reflect but also suggest ideals 
and motives the users the manual. Such sugges- 
tions and urgings will find place, for instance, the 
thanksgiving after Communion and the confession 
prayers. will cite few prayers way illustration.

With orthodox and devout Jews, the solution also 
comparatively easy. Their children receive instruction from 
the rabbis, the professional teachers the Law, both 
ritual and ethical conduct.

But many Jews today are like 
many Protestants; they have ceased take any active 
part their own religious services, and they naturally 
wonder just what ought done with their children. 

Outside the pale authoritative religious instruction, 
whether Catholic Jewish, there are millions parents, 
who, either because they belong some denomination like 
the Methodist Baptist persuasion, where the individual 
interprets the Bible for himself, because they belong 
church and are independent indifferent, are now fac- 
ing the problem religious teaching for their children, 
state bewilderment.

School Reader Text 


noticed recently some references books in- 
tended the textbook religion “readers.” 
Sometimes the reference justifiable for all the text- 
book may succession different stories, more 
less loosely related, interesting sure, but not 
providing for that organization the religious knowl- 
edge, and for its functioning life and practice that 
should primary purpose the instruction 
religion. 

the other hand, the teacher religion should 
thoroughly acquainted with the other textbooks the 
children are using, particularly the readers. They have 
frequently selections from the Psalms, biographies 
saints, incidents from Old and New Testament, the 
parables Christ, and stories illustrating the cardinal 
virtues that will “grist” the mill the religious 
teachers. 

What need the teaching religion are defi- 
nitely organized textbooks religion within the range 
the child’s capacity and experience—not mere 
readers containing just interesting material. The reli- 
gious teacher will need know what material the 
textbooks secular subjects may serve her high pur- 
pose the teaching religion. This will promote 
unity instruction, and integral development 
the child. 
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Doctrine and History 

always good practice associate the teaching 
doctrine with relevant events Bible Church 
history. teach merely the Creed that Christ 
was born the Virgin Mary, will not nearly 
effective the relevant historical facts, the announce- 
ment the angels, for example, are specifically asso- 
ciated with it. will undoubtedly add the reality 
the Trinity even does not help the compre- 
hension Its nature, associate with the facts 
about the baptism Christ John. will materi- 
ally help the understanding the relation angels 
human life, with our teaching there are associated, 
for example, the well-known incidents the Old Tes- 
tament, and the New.

Dates Establishment Catholic Colleges and Universities 


Russell Butsch, Ph.D. 


HAT Catholic higher education has had remarkable 

development recent years obvious from the most 
casual examination the summary tables the various 
issues the Directory Catholic Colleges and Schools. The 
exact nature and direction that development not clear, 
however, unless one studies some detail the data furnished 
for the individual institutions. One interesting and important 
item information which has not heretofore been put 
organized form, but which hidden the description the 
various institutions, that the order establishment 
these colleges and universities. 

The data the present study have been taken from the 
Directory Catholic Colleges and Schools, 1921, 1926, and 
1930, containing information, mainly, for the years 1920, 1924, 
and 1928. the Directories the colleges and universities are 
divided into two categories, those for men and those for 
women. Among the former are included also those which 
admit both men and women students. Tables and report 
these institutions the order their founding, for men 
and for women, respectively. Only those colleges and universi- 
ties for whom some enrollment was reported least one 
the three Directories have been included these tables. 
some cases was necessary deduce the date estab- 
lishment, since record could found. such cases, 
the name the institution occurred the Directory for 
1928, but not that for 1924, was marked 
was found 1924, but not 1920, was marked 
appeared the 1920 Directory, but date could 
discovered, was marked some cases was possi- 
ble supplement the available information reference 
catalogs and other sources. 

The first column each table gives the date establish- 
ment the institution. The second column gives the name 
and location. The third column gives code number represent- 
ing the teaching order other agency which present con- 
trols the institution. The key these code numbers will 
found the end the article. The fourth column reports 
the enrollment the college university furnished 
the Directory 1930, presumably for 1928-29, although 
some cases probably for 1929-30. Only those institutions 
admitting lay students are included. 

cursory examination Tables and reveal number 
interesting facts. The first Catholic men’s college was 
founded ten years before the first college for women. 
1870 there were colleges and universities for men, and only 
for women. Table the activity one particular order 
stands out prominently. The first institution for men was 


founded the Society Jesus (M13); out the first 20, 
were established this same order; and 1900 this 
order had institutions out the established that 
date. such activity evidenced any one teaching order 
the founding women’s colleges. Sixteen different orders 
are represented the first institutions established.

The sixteenth annual report Rev. David Gildea, su- 
perintendent schools the diocese Syracuse, covering 
the school year from September 1931, September 
1932, shows 16,664 children enrolled the elementary schools 
the diocese during the past year. This the first time 
more than five years that the enrollment has been less than 
17,000. The superintendent attributes the decline partly 
immigration restrictions. The high-school enrollment was 
2,385, increase 421 over the preceding year. 

Several new school buildings were erected the diocese 
during the year and extensive remodeling was done other 
buildings. Considerable progress was made the field in- 
struction religion for children who are deprived Cath- 
olic-school education. This included both classes outside 
school hours during the school year and religious vacation 
schools. Twelve vacation schools were conducted during the 
summer 1932. Regular organized health work was carried 
the schools. diocesan-wide essay contest was con- 
ducted the grade and high schools help celebrate the 
George Washington bicentennial. Priests high-school in- 
structors are increasing number, there being present 
fewer than seven enrolled regular instructors. 

During the year the superintendent visited each school 
the diocese least twice. Besides inspecting the work being 
done, gave talks vocations, compiled new-type exam- 
inations, lectured teachers lesson planning, and attended 
various educational conferences. the N.C.E.A. convention 
read paper “The Principal and the Staff.” 

General school statistics for the diocese are: Catholic 
population 201,152; number parishes 126; parish elemen- 
tary schools 44; other elementary schools parish high 
schools 18; other high schools elementary enrollment 17,- 
649; high-school enrollment 3,043; number teachers 
religious 503, lay 58.
